Prefacing its monthly report on the trade’of the Colony of Hong 
Kong for January, 1931, the Statistical Branch of the Imports and 
' Exports Department states that as the huge falling-off in the ex- 
ports of British cotton piéce goods. to the China market is one of 
the main problems which: is being investigated by the -British 
 Beonomic Mission, it would be of considerable interest to analyse 
the figures of the imports of British and Japanese, cotton piece ‘goods 
into Hong Kong during: the years 1930 and 1924. 


" SLP-EXPLANATORY TABLE 


It is not withjn the province of 
this report to assign reasons for 
.the phenomenal losses sustained 
by, British manufacturers in the 
Hong Kong market, but the self- 
* explanatory table below will show 
at first sight that while Japan’s 
share of the trade in 1980 (allow- 
ing for the three unrecorded 
months) ‘approximated that of 
1924, the British figure fell by

In 1924 Great’ Britain recorded 
55.59 per cent. of the total im- 
ports of cotton piece goods into 
Hong Kong, while the Japanese 
proportion amounted to 33.40 per 
cent. The position’ was reversed 
in 1980 when the Japanese share 
reached 66.47 per cent. and the 
British share fell to 13.41 per 
cent, 

Cotton piece oud prices, fell 
considerably in 1930 as compared 
with 1924 and, taking this: factor 
into consideration, it would be 
reasonable to assume that the 
. total volume of cotton piece goods 
entering Hong Kong from Japan 
in 1980 was approximate to, if 
not in excess of, the volume im- 
ported in the boom year 1924. 

From the following compara- 
tive table of the chief items of 
cotton piece goods imported from 
the United Kingdom and Japan 
during the nine months April— 
December, 1930, it will be noted 
that in practically every line the 
quantities imported . from. Japan 
were far greater than those from 
the United Kingdom. For the 
Purpose .of easy comparison the 
Japanese figures are’ given in

FOOD SHORTAGE .IN 
RUSSIA. - 


Still Serious But No 
Actual Starvation. 


Moscow, Dec. 14. 

Although séme improvements. have 
been qttained in the last twe 
months, Inadequate food supplies 
still represent the most serious 
infmediate, problem: for the Soviet 
Government. 

In Moscow the bitter outcries 
against the food shortage have 
notably: subsided, due primarily to 
more rational methods of distribu- 
tion. The long queues which, all 
throuyh the summer, were the prin- 
cipal embellishment of * the -Sovfe 
capital have recently been less in 
evidence. 
~ The actual rations, however, have 
not beer increased, except for sugar, 
candy and pastry. In regard ‘to 
some Jairy pruducts there has even 
been sume sharpening of the normal 
difficulties. . 

But. the establishment ‘of 90+ 
called “closed distributing points,” 
in which every consumer is attached 
to a particular co- operative shop, 
has eliminated much of. the tragic 
waste of time and nerves. 

The Kremlin_ fully aware of the 
importance of ‘the problem, has 
taken the fask of internal distribu- 
‘tion of food and other goods from 
the Tommiashriat of Trade and 
under the . control of a 
apecial Commissariat ‘of Provision 
ing. 

One of Stalin’s closest associates 


Anaslas Mikoyan, has been put at 


the helm of the new commissai iat. 
Transportation Speeded Up. 


Mikoyan’s firet effort haa been in |. 


the direction of obtaining more 
speed and effictency in the trans- 
portalion of provisions for general 
use, The over-burdening of the 
railroad system, plus sabotage by 
passive or anti-Soviet specialiats 
has operated to keep supplies from 
points where they are-most needed. 

' The Sovict Press is crowded with 
indignant reports about suppitea 
rotting on railroad stations or in 
warehouses when the working pupu- 
lation is clamouring for them. 

The prosrects of {immediatdes 
remedies for this situation are not 
bright. The head-long speed of ‘in 


dustraliaation and construction has’ 


tied the railroad facilities into 
knots that are not easy to untangle 

Moreover, an enormous migration 
of the Russian people, seeking new 
jobs or merely escaping old ones, 
has ‘given the railroad system a 
staggering load of passenger traffic. 

Even a 60 yer cent. increase in 
fares has not stopped the increase 
of travelling. With goods unavail- 
able, the population has plenty of 
surplus money for travel. 

The food difficulties are asliarp 


enough. But the reports abroad 


about starvation sare certainly un-

Russians Used To. Starvation. 

The sensational descriptions of 
food shortage are usually provided 
by foreign observers ‘who judge 
upon a foreign standard. 

The rations which shock an cut- 
sider are, by this time, a matter of 
everyday fact to the ordinary Kus- 
sian, who, moreover, has been 
taught to look upon it as an un 
eolame sacrifice for the very Lear 

utu 

The actual rations in Moscow for 
‘December were as follows: : 

Bread: Two pounds daily for the 
most favoured categories, .namely 


factory workers; one pound daily}. 


for office workers. . 

Meat: ‘One pound at a time for 
factory workere, % pound for office 
workers, robably ‘seven or cight 
times during -the month; by the 
middle of December only three meat 
distributions nud taken jince. 

Fish: 760 grammes (nearly two 
pounds) for‘ ¢he month for most 
favoured* categories; one pound for 
the others. . 5 

Flour: Small amounts may be 
taken in licu éf bread. : 

Vegetable oils: 250 eracinks 
monthly for the favoured cate- 
xories; 150 grammes for office 
workers and other lower categories. 

Cereals: 1,500 grammes (about 334 
pounds) monthly. and 600 ‘grams 
(about 1144 pounds) respectively. 

Sugar: 1,500 grammes monthly to 
all categorics, with the right to buy 
in larger quantities 
prices, In addition, candy and other 
sugar products may be bought in 
unlimited quantities. 

Children Favoured. _ 

Children, regardless of their 
parentage, all belong in the most 
favoured categories with special 
privileges for abtaining cereals and 
products. Adults during December 
secsived no butter at all, but child- 
ren were given ¥% pound each; ob- 
yiouely little but better than noth- 
ng. 

Children are:also entitled to one 
jglassful. of milk every other day. 
Transportation difficulties in the 
first part of December, however, 
‘prevented the distribution of the 
milk ration, 

-Indeed, the official ration ocea- 
sionally ‘proves abstract; since, the 
storea are unnele to supply it.” On 
the other hand, if'a product appeara 
In larger quantities than expected, 
the rations are immediately in- 
creased.

Vegetables—when ayailable—are 
sold in any quantities. 

Practically every family in Mos- 
cow supplements “its Government 
rationa with purchases in the pri- 
Vate peasant market. 

Butter, eggs, milk, méate,efc. can 
be bought in the severa} large mar- 
kets here at speculative prices 
sometimes. from 600 to 1,000 per 
cent. about the Government prices, 

The authoritles,- much as tney 
hate these privute traders, cannot 
at thie juncture drive as out of 
the city.

The day 
was still young and we had not 
teen on the water long, while the 
fly was-n mar lodge.of some inch 
and‘n half in length. Well . out 
from’ the Loat, perhaps cighteen 
or twenty yards, some resistance 
waa felt, not quite like an ordinary 
vise, nor was any sign of moye- 
ment scen nn the surface, 
although, since the. fly was well 
aunk, was this last fact surprising, 
A strike produced nothing more 


tangible then 4 feeble resiatance, } 


followed by a clight’ dead-weight, 
to which there apveared: to ne no 
life. The whole effect was at once

To 
approach the problem of higher 
education from the administrative 
point of view, to start by planning 
a school system and a school cur- 
‘riculum, is. to: begin at the wrong 
end. The only assumption that the 


educational administrator has any |. 


tight to make is that, up to the age 
of eighteen, a boy or a girl should 
never be out of touch with educa- 
tinal opportunities, and that it is 
the duty of all public-spirited citi- 
zens to co-operate in providing such 
opportunities. What the oportuni- 
ties. should be must dépend, not 
upon any preconceived assumptions 
as to the best and most efficient 
schoo] system, but.cn the needs of 
the individual boy or girl, as ex- 
pressed in thelr demand, or the 
demand of their parents or employ- 
ers, for a particular kind of educa- 
tion. Our first business is to dis- 
cover. that demand and to make it 
conscious and articulate. When we 
have done that, the educationa; 
administrator can come in to satisfy 
it. : ' Soe 

“The first step towards discover: 
ing what is the demand for educa: 
tion is to realise the difference be 
tween elementary and higher educa- 
tion. Up to a certain. point in & 
child’s Ife he must be compelled 
to take what he is given. . This“ia 
the stage of elementary edycation. 
The good teacher will make elemen- 
tary instruction attractive, but he 
must avoid ffke poison the sloppy 
idea, into which teachers were in 
danger of falling a few years ago 
that the soundness of elementary 
education is to be measured by its 
attractiveness, In some degree ele- 
mentary education must always be 
forcible feeding. Then comes 4 
transition stage between elementary 
and higher education, when‘ tho 
pupil needs in a epecial degree tha 
discipline of a good schéol, but 
when he Is beginning to be a res- 
ponsible person with a conscious 
bent: of mind “and ‘intelligent pre- 
ferences, to which the wise teacher 
not to speak of. the: wise parent. 
must attach full value. Last comes 
the stage of higher education, when 
forcible feeding becomes impossible 
and school discipline fades Into the 
background. In that stage the lfe- 
blood of education Is the attraction 
exercised by the free teacher over 
the free pupil, the willing recogni. 
tion by the pupil of the ‘teacher's 
{intelectual authority. 

“The old British village knows 

and ‘underetands the old British 
parish church; it fits into. the land: 
scape; it is a familiar part of the 
local life. So with the elementary 
school; it has grown into, because 
for sixty years . and more it has 
grown up with, the social life. of 
the masses of the people. The old 
English town knows, tgo, and un: 
derstands its larger churches and 
its cathedral;. here-and throughout 
Europe the towers and spires of tho 
Middle Ages soar above the huddle 
of roofs below them and yet seem 
a natural part of the picture. 
’ “So with our universities and our 
grammar and eecondary schools, old 
and new;. England understands 
them and can labour intelligently to 
fit them to serve the needs of each 
succeeding generation.

With either A.C. or D.C, mains it 
ig easy to obtain high-tension cur- 
rent, by using a mains unit instead 
of the high-tension battery. 

A suitable unit for a three-valve 


its. 


set deriving its high-tension cur- 
rent from D.C. maing costs about 
£2. <A similar unit for A.C. mains 
would cost just over £3. When one 
remembers that these units, once 
installed, provide a constant cur- 
rent and obviate the necessity for 
costly battery renewal, no further 
recommendation ia needed. 

.The mains supply enables one to 
use a large naower valve and so to 
obtain better quality of reproduc- 
tion than is possidle with a small 
power valve, 

Apart from the cost, there are 
some important points to be con- 
sidered before scrapping the bat- 


tery supply. The existing set may ! 


not: be entirely suitable for mains 
operation. For example, all the 


anodes may be joined; together to :

feed. Where the.maximum vy tage 
of the high-tension battery is, say 


108 volts, this commoning of the |. 


supplies is often donc, The mains 
unit'is capable of . giving much 
higher voltages than the ordinary 
dry battery but only the last valve 
needs the maximum.

With A. C. mains, the elimina- 
tion of the low-tension accumula- 
tor is just as easy as the elimina- 
tion of the high tension battery. 
Two good alternatives are avail- 

ble. One can retain the accumu- 
Aator and charge jt. from what ‘is 
known as a trickle charger, costing 
about £2. BY. this means the accu- 
mulator can be kept in a fully- 
charged condition. The average 
three—or four-valve’ set takes 
about 5 ampere filament current. 
The average trickle charger has a 
charging rate of 5 ampere, 

An Alternative System. 

The alternative to retaining the 
accumulator and charging it is to 
dispense with the accumulator by 
using valves whose filaments are 
heated by mains ‘current. This 
can be done only with A.C. nmains 
supplies. The supply voltage fs 
transformed down to 4 volts and 
at+this voltage the present-day 
mains valve is designed to operate 
taking’ 1 ampere-eurrent.. Due to 
the robust filament, the mains 
valve is much more efficient than 
the battery valve. For this reason 
the completely mating-driven ‘set Is 
greatly superior in performanes.to 
a battery set, even if the battery set 
has a mains unit for the high-ten- 
sion supply.—Amateur Wireles:.

Southern Rhodesia, the beloved 
child of Rhodes’s dreams, had keen 
fostered through its infancy by the 
old Chartered Company, and nad 
obtained seli-government; the tand | 
was prosperous and contented, and! 
needed no help from outside. 

Northern Rhodesia was poor and 
still in the early stages when che 
prospector and the pioneer were ‘al- 
most the only men who etoutly, 
maintained that her tubane would 
be griat. 

Hints then at the desirability 
of Union all came from the North. 

But conditions changed‘ in the 

wildering manner of South 
| Africa; The discovery and develop- 
| ment of the great copper-fields of 
: the North have turned the eyes of 
all Rhodesians northwards, and now 
‘it is Northern Rhodesia .who 
accuses the Southern State of court- 
' Ing her when she is wealthy, after 
spurning her in her days of poverty. 

Recently th: prospects of Union 
have come. much closer, and aro 
now discussed 8 one of the pro- 
blems of the day. 

The main reason which has push- 
ed this question to the front is the 
steady increase of the white popu- 
lation, whicli is predominantly 
British. 

’ For two years there has been a 
“ateady drift of British colonists 
from the Union into Southern and 
Northern Rhodesia. 

One reason for this migration is 
undoubtedly” distrust” of the pully 


, 


of the Imperial Government, and’ 
as Northern Rhodesia is now in 
touch with the whole country up to 
the Great Lakes, the uneasiness of 
the white settlers in Kenya has had 
its reactions also, 

Payments to South Africa. 

There is undoubtedly a wide: 
spread impatience with the sonie-' 
what pedantic methods of a Colonial 
Office, which produces White Papera 
that are excellent in theory, but 
which scems incapable of be- 
Heving that this community of 
high-bred, educated British settlora 
wish juat as well towards the native 
as does any philanthropist who has 
ever seen Africa. 

Another and more acute feeling 
of distrust is urging Rhodesians 
towards union; that is their senti- 
ment towards their powerful south-!

SUDDEN DEATH AFTER MAKING

Sit William, who was 67 years 
of age, had had a long and dis- 
tinguished career. He was senior 
partner In the firm of Bull and Bull, 
solicitors, and a director of many 
companies. We became Conserva- 
j tive M. P. for Hammersmith in 
1900, for Hammersmith (South) 
from 1918 to 1929, and chairman of 
the London Unionist M.P.s. from 
1910 to 1929, r 

Sir William was connected with 
many societies and institutions and 
was a member of the Rubber and 
Tin Export ,Committee, 
prolific writer and his trenchant 
articles: were.

Muzzle Pointing Upwards. 

“I turned round 4nd saw pri- 
soner wita a pistol in her left hand. 
The muzzle was pointing upwards. 
She ‘would be about three or four 
feet away. t rushed at her and 
took” the gun from her, throwing 
her on the floor in the atruggle. 1 
then picked up my hat, put the 
revolver in my pocket and went to 
the Police Station. I had pre- 
viously called the amah, and told 
her ta get the Police. -She rushed 
out at orice. Prisoner was lying 
on the floor when T-went out. She 

.|called out to nie ‘Shoot me Before 
you go.” I did not reply, but walk- 
ed out.”

ness éaid that prisoner was normal-} 


ly right-handed. Before she came 
to liva with him He had known her 
a month. She kept a boarding 
house at that time. That was in 
October, 1924. Later the boarding 
house was closed, and they went to 
live together as man‘and wife. The 
suggestion did not come from him. 
Mra, Xavier made the suggestion, 
and witness concurred. 
* The Gambling Habit. 

There had been .continual bicker- 
ing, not of a very serfous nature, 
princtpally due to Mrs. Xavier's 
habit of going out gambling, to 
which witnees objected. Finally, 
about December 4~or 5, it was 
mutuaily agreed that they should 
separate, the time fixed being the 
end of January.

Witness did not recall thie ques- 
tion of separation: cropping up on 
Boxing Day. His decision was 
quite final, and. appeared to have 
been accepted a3 such by prisoner.

‘I 
sald: “Mistress—what is the mat- 
ter”?- She said “Nothing T have 
shot. your master.” 


Mr. Fitzroy: What did you say? 


Witness:—When she told mo 
that, I said: “Mistress, you muat 
pay. me off.’

Owner Of The Revolver. 


The next witness was Mr. 
Reinaldo Guetavo Xavier, manager 
of ‘the Hong Kong Printing.

He stated that prisoner was 
his sister-in-law, and that the re- 
volver was his, he having had it 
since. 1924. He kept it in a box, 
which was locked up in a wardrobe 
in his children's nursery at 4, 
Hanoi Road. It was loaded and 
the last time he saw it was during 
Jast summer. 

In reply tn Counsel for the de- 
fence, Mr. Xavier said he always 
kept tho revolver well greased and 


Mra, Cecilia Maria Xavier (sister 


in the of the prisoner) gave evidence to 


say that prisoner Visited her very 
frequently, in Kowloon. At ten 
o'clock on the morning of ‘December 
,27, sho called on witness, and 
jafter a Httle conversation, witness 
"y went for her bath. She lefs her 
' hunch of keys somewhere in the 
room. When she came out of her 
bath, prisoner had left already. At 
Junch time she found her keys in 
the lock of the wardrobe, where 
‘the revolver was kept. ' She ald not 
open the wardrobe 

Witness, 'n cuply to Mr, Fitzroy, 
said that she discovered the revol- 
ver. was ‘missing, on recefpt of a 
letter, which the Crown prod.ced. 

The trial is‘proceeding. 
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
